Established 

SCM Sponsors, 
New Residence 
For Students 



The McGiU Cooperative Associa 
tion, sponsored by the Students' 
Christian Movement early this sum 
mcr, has been running a residence 
for 13 students ever sinee^|w^flr8t 
weeks of September. ïÏjh?*'Co-op 
Is situated at 3609 University Street 
and has been rented from the Unt 
verslty authorities. 

The principle of this cooperative, 
based as it is on the Rochdale plan, 
is to cut out the cost of services by 
having each of the residents do 
half-an-hour's work each day. This 
work consists of preparing break 
fast, lunch, washing dishes, sweep 
ing floors, dusting, and firing the 
furnace. 

The members elect a board of 
managers who make out schedules, 
see that the work is done regularly, 
and take care of the finances. Gen 
oral meetings^are called periodically 
so that" the. managing committee 
may present Its report for the ap 
proyal of the residents, and so that 
the members themselves may put 
forward suggestions or complaints. 

Upon entering the association, a 
member pays ten to twenty dollars 
ia shares. In order that the Resi- 
dence may have a working capital 
with which to purchase such im- 
portant lump Items as fuel and fur- 
niture. Cost of room and board has 
been fixed this year at not more 
than $35 per month. Should there 
be a profit or a loss to the mem- 
bers at the end of the year; It will 
be divided among the shareholders, 
proportionately to the amount of 
the shares. 

Representatives of the assocation 
have, stated that, inasmuch as the 
co-operative movement has suc- 
ceeded extremely well at other 
Canadian universities, such as 
U.B.C.. Varsity, Queen's, and U. of 
S.. it Is expected to follow suit at

"Are the Universities a bul- 
wark of freedom?" is the title of 
a radio address delivered recent- 
ly by President Carlcton Stan- 
ley of Dalhousie University. Dr. 
Stanley declared that signs mul- 
tiply that Hitler has already lost 
the war, but that Canada can 
lose it for herself if she allofrs 
any of her great universities 
enthcir to go tinder or to lose 
their quality. 

He reminded his listeners that in 
1933 he warned his university of 
the potent threat to all universi- 
ties that was Hitler's accession -to 
power. He had then emphasized the 
necessity of asking ourselves 
whether we are really addicted to 
truth, and have a living faith in 
Reason, or whether, on the other 
hand, these things and Justice and 
Tolerance were mere names to us. 
Intelligence, he had then said, can 
conUnue to live only if it has an 
instinct of self-preservation. 
Importance of Liberal Education 

The infection. Dr. Stanley be- 
lieves, has spread during the last 
nine years. Hie qualities of mind 
that he had named in 1933 presup- 
posed a hlgh^monl endowment, 
but their attainment also means 
compassing a liberal education. In 
the Canadian Universities Confer 
ence of June, 1942, an account eX' 
aggerated in the speaker's opinion 
was given of the decline ot liberal 
education in Britain since the war. 
Actually, Dr: Stanley 'declared, the 
himianitles were not being neglect- 
ed in British universities, and 
strenuous efforts were being made 
to revive them in many places In 
the United States.

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Women's Union Meeting 

• The firat of the Women's Union semi- 
annual meetings, held yesterday afternoon 
in R.V.C., was marked by unusually large 
attendance. No meeting Inst year, except 
possibly tho special one called to discuss 
: ; Sadie Hawkins Week, appeared to have 
half the number of co-eds present yestcr- 
, . day, and it seemed fairly obvious that only 
. a small body of women students was at all 
interested in the activities of their union. 
Whether the increased attendance this year 
is due to an alert and active interest on 
the part of this year's freshettcs, or to a 
new "widc-awakeness" and seriousness on 
he campus, remains to be seen. In either 
case, this contrast at tlio beginning of tho 
year gives us cause to hope that a more 
widespread desire to participate in the 
affairs connected with women's govern- 
ment is developing. 

The reports of the clubs and committees 
; under the jurisdiction of the Women's 
" Union were read, and one of these seems 
particularly" worthy of note. That is the 
^.{^Vv report which was read by a member of tho 
II.V.C. Advisory Committee. This com- 
i' ' mittee was set up to give women students 
.fc^|adyice in connection with their courses, 
^he members compiled information about 
^ourses, including such things as the nature 
^^IffJ: >°f work required in each, and endeav- 
g^lV cured to help those who came to them to 
^^^choose courses for which they were best 
The work of the committee was 
imj\::}:very successful and was much appreciated 

by those whom it helped. 
Mb"; The amendment to the constitution of 
' *e Women's Union, which provided for 
■ residence for the President of the Women'* 
^yjnion in R.V.C., with partial subsidization 
' ; from the treasuiy, was passed unanimously. 
This amendment has been under discussion 
for several years/ and its final acceptance 
will undoubtedly facilitate administration 
and increase efficiency in work connected 
with the Women's Union. 
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used in other countries and the experiments 
thus far carried out in our own land that 
we can hope for original and truly worth' 
while Canadian "air" shows. 

It is to give some foundation for this 
work among students that the Radio Work- 
shop is being formed. The Workshop hopes 
to study radio acting, script writing, pro 
duction and sound effects, and to direct 
students in their individual radio abilities 
and aspirations. All students who are in- 
terested in any type of writing or drama, 
whether or not they have ever thought of 
radio as an outlet for their talents, arc 
advised to attend this opening meeting. 
They may be surprised to find that'radio 
presents a promising field for a career 
along these lines of endeavor. 

It is true that an artist is ^om and not 
made; but even a born artist must study 
technique, and radio has a technique all of 
its own. The Canadian radio has plenty of 
room for new talent. It needs plays that 
will compare not too unfavourably, with 
the popular American radio plays; it needs 
plays with Canadian atmospheres for Can 
adian listeners written by people who know 
Canada, and it needs actors and actresses 
trained in voice modulation and dramatic 
effect to act in those plays. 

But the Workshop not only hopes to 
train and study radio techniques; it hopes 
to reach a point where it will be able to 
present its own plays over the air and 
where it will be able to send students for 
auditions with favourable results. 

And if the Radio Workshop experiment 
works, students may find it not only a 
fascinating pastime, but also an exceed 
ingly remunerative one, a factor which 
should not be repulsive to most stiidents.

Music in the Air 
Erich Leinsdorf, dynamic young Metro- 
politan Opera conductor, will make the first 
Qt two weekly appearances at the helm ot the 
NBC Symphony Orchestra Sunday, October 18 
(NBC. 5:00 p.m., EWT). 

Slated for performance are the Overture to 
Mozart's "The Impresiarlo," Haydn's Symphony 
No. 97 In C Major, Dances from Schubert's 
"Rosamunde," the Adagio from Bruckner's 
Sixth Symphony, and "Roses from the South" 
by Johann Strauss. 

Born In Vienna In 1912, Leinsdorf was not 
yet 23 when ho became a Metropolitan con- 
ductor. Behind him lay a short career, first 
as a student of piano, cello and composition at 
Vienna's Academy of Music, later as conductor 
in various small Italian* opera houses and as 
assistant to Ttoscenlnl and Bruno Walter at 
Salzburc 

His first duties at the Metropolitan con 
slstod of piano rehearsals with the singers. A 
public debut was unexpectedly afforded him 
in January. 1938, when he replaced Bodanzky 
in B performance of "Die Walkure." At 
Bodanzky'i death* in 1839, he assumed the con- 
ductorship of the entire German repertory. In 
the past three seasons he has led almost every 
performance of German opera at the Met 

Leinsdorfs October 18 appearance marks 
the fourth of five preliminary concerts by the 
NBC Symphony. Tho orchestra's 1942-43 season 
is to be formally launched Sunday, November 
1, at the same hour, under the baton of Arturo 
Toscaninl.

. Shostakovich's heroic Seventh Symphony, 
the most widely-discussed and exdtlnc orches- 
tral work of our day, Is played by the Cleve. 
land Orchestra under the direction of Dr. 
Artur Rodzlnskl Sunday, October 18, in the 
second of two Sunday afternoon broadcasts by 
that orchestra. (WABC-CBS. 3:00 to 4:30 
p.m., E.WX) '^^^ 

The Symphony was' written by the brilliant 
young' Russian composer In Leningrad while 
that city was under fiercest attack by' the Nazi 
hordes. The composer has said that the work 
was Inspired by the "events of 1941— warl" He 
adds that the "Seventh Symphony la devoted to 
the ordinary Soviet citizens who have become 
heroes ot this patriotic war. That is the funda- 
mental theme." 

The Symphony la In four rlchly-developed 
movements, and performance of the work con- 
sumes more than one hou^. The first move- 
ment 'Is notable for tho development of one 
stirring theme that rises to almost overwhelm- 
ing climax. The second section suggests the 
furious sounds of war, the ruthlessness of the 
invaders. Some commentators have found in 
tha succeeding movement a characteristically 
mediUtive ShosUkovlch slow tempo, "tho re- 
surrection" of beauty from ashes and ruina." 
The finale, in the words of Alexel Tttlstoy. 
"takes you into the future, the magnificent 
world with its ideas and passions. It Is worth 
living for and fighting for." 

Aa la always true of Shostakovich's com- 
positions, tha first American performance last 
summer of the Seventh Symphony aroiised a 
variety of reactions. - One noted musician de- 
clared It to be "aa great as the world.", while 
sUll others called It "a thrilling musical ex- 
pression of our age." Some critics thought it 
too heavily orchestrated and forced; but none 
was borad by It and aU found it significant 

Shostakovich himself says ot the Symphony's 
composition that u he worked on It while all 
Leningrad residents rallied as one man to stem 
"the arrogant foe," ha thought of the greatness 
and heroism of the Russian people, and about 
mankind's loftiest Ideals, for tha preservation 
of which "we are wagfaig our grim struggle." 

Now a flre-flghler In Russia, Shostakovich 
recently refused an Invitation to appear with 
the New York Philharmonic-Symphony this 
season either as conductor or aololst 

Dr. Rodzlnskl li particularly associated with

Founded during the last months of another 
World War, the distinguished Cleveland Or- 
chestra celebrates its 25th anniversary Satur- 
day, October 24, aa It starts a series of 26 
weekly broadcasts on the Columbia network. 
(WABC-CBS. Saturdays, 9:()0 to 6:00 pjn., 
E.W.T.) 

In honor of the anniversary, Dr. Artur 
Rodzlnskl, the orchestra's conductor, has 
arranged a notable program schedule for the 
Saturday afternoon concert that Includes solo 
performances by members of the orchestra. 

Among those to be heard on various Satur 
days during the season are Tossy Splvakovsky, 
concertmastcr; Leonard Rose, first cellist of the 
orchestra; Alice Chalifoux, harpist, and Philip 
Kirchner, first oboist • 

Station WGAR, CBS affiUate in Cleveland, 
originates the concerts, which arc to be con 
ducted by Dr, Rodzlnskl, Rudolph Ringwall, 
and on December 12 by Nikolai Sokoloff, the 
orchestra's first conductor. 

The Cleveland Orchestra gave its first con- 
cert In September, 1818, under the direction 
of Sokoloff, who retained his post until he was 
succeeded by Rodzlnskl In 1933. 

During 24 seasons, the orchestra has given 
a total of 949 concerts In 25 states, Canada and 
Cuba. 

The greater part of the Saturday afternoon 
programs arc to be broadcast from the orches- 
tra's permanent home, Severance Hall, a build- 
ing noted for its acoustics. It was given to the 
organization by John Long Severance In 
memory of his wife. 

Born in Datmatla, Dr. Rodzlnskl received his 
musical education at the Academy in Vienna. 
After graduation he went to Warsaw, where he 
conducted both opera and orchestra perform- 
ances. 

He came to the United States in 1929 as 
assistant conductor of the Philadelphia Orches 
tra, a position he held until he became con 
ductor of the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra in 1929. He frequently has conducted 
the New York Philharmonic-Symphony and 
returns later this season as guest-conductor of 
that orchestra, 

ïn addition to outstanding symphonic per 
formances with the Cleveland Orchestra, Dr. 
Retbindcl^hu 4 directed: muiy^opera perform' 
ancls^ith hls'orchestrâ and soloists In Cleve- 
land and New York. Among the most mcmor 
able of these was the first performance outside 
Russia of Shostakovich's extraordinary musiC' 
drama, "Lady Macbeth of Mzensk." 

Radio Drama 

Alexander Woollcott author, critic, and wit, 
will introduce Edna St. Vincent Millay's power; 
ful dramatic poem, "The Murder of Lldtce," 
when it Is presented with an all-star cast over 
NBC Monday, October 19 (NBC, 10:30 p,m,, 
E.W.T.) - 

The poem, written expressly for radio, 
describes the massacre of the innocent villagers 
of Lidice by Nazis. Special music for the pro- 
gram will be written by Dr. Frank Black and 
played by an NBC Symphony Orchestra. The 
production will be. directed by Wynn Wright, 
production manager of the Eastern Division 
of NBC. 

Woollcott, known to radio lisfeners as "The 
Town Cricr," Is a great admirer of Miss Millay's 
work. He said he considered it a great honor 
to be allowed to serve as master of ceremonies 
"on the night when the air will be cleared by 
and for 'The Murder of Lidice.' 

"I agree with the National Broadcasting 
Company in its belief that such a script as this 
one by Edna St Vincent MiUay has the right 
ot eminent domain," Woollcott wired from hln 
year-rounif home on Neshobe Island in Lake 
Bomoseen, Vermont 

House Jameson and Katharine Raht, radio's 
Mr. and Mrs. Aldrich, are back from Toronto, 
where they broadcast a play over the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation network last Sunday 
evening In the Canadian War. Bond drive. 
However, the players were not heard as mem- 
bers of NBC's "The Aldrich Family," but as 
typical Canadian parents. 

The script ot the drama was Inspired by 
papers, found in the poKesslon of a Nazi spy, 
outlining a plan for the subjugation of the 
Canadian people after the hoped-for Nazi con-

young daughter, her mind poisoned by the 
Nazi Invaders, turned against her loyal parents.

For some strange reason, musicians and 
' mtulçifa ns; alike cannot be happy unless they 
^are brawling 'about who is tops and why. Band 
polls and squabbling as to whose band is 'best 
are common in dance halls and frat houses. 
Wherever people who dance or listen to records 
foregather, you will have an argument sooner 
or later about the dance bands. 



The same thing goes on, and just as sense- 
lessly, in regard to classical music. There arc 
about a dozen top-flight conductors at the pre- 
sent time, and just underneath them in point 
of fame, another dozen baton-wavcrs. To hear 
their adherents argue about them, you'd think 
they were star race horses. 

It's been a hobby of mine to collect record- 
ings of the Beethoven Fifth Symphony, get a 
bunch of lons-halred music-lovers together and 
watch the fur fly. The funny part is that it 
never seems to occur to them that each con- 
ductor is undoubtedl good at recording certain 
things, but not at others. 

A perfect example of this foolishness it the 
cult of Toscaninl worshippers^ in<;this.,country. 
A large group of people have come to' thInW 
that he is the cod of all there is in conductins 
music— that he can do no wrong, and all other 
interpretations are to be molded after his. 

How wrong this ii can be observed in listen- 
ing to Toscanini's version of the Victory Sym- 
phony. His old failing of playing too fast 
comes out with a vengeance here, so much so 
that one reviewer observed that this album 
sounded like a second-rate Italian operatic 
overture, while I couldn't help noticinK that 



it sounded like the "Hoff Movement from the 
Overture to William Tell" His recording ha* 
neither the drive of Furtwacnglcr, the melody 
of Weingartner, or the grace of Koussevltzky. 

That doesn't mean that Toscaninl isn't a 
great conductor. It just indicates that the body 
of music in the world is too great to be mast- 
ered by one man. For intelligent listening, >'0U 
should pick and choose conductors according to 
what you're listening to.

sixty years ago by Mathew Arnold 
against materialism. Arnold con- 
tended that the study of the hu- 
manities meant coming to know the 
best that had been said and thought 
in the world. Greek literature, 
especially was being attacked by 
the scientists. 

Greek was called a dead lan- 
guage , said Dr. Stanley, but it is 
alive wherever biology and medi- 
cine are alive, wherever mathe- 
matics and law are seriously stud- 
ied. 

The speaker went on to say that 
ultimately what we want out of 
education is what we want out of 
life. If by life we mean power, and 
greed for money, there is no place 
for a liberal education. In sîtch a 
world, he continued, there would 
be no preventive medicine, no Law. 
no Bill of Rights, and no Equality 
before the Law. The world has seen 
such ages before, but has emerged 
from them; it has often fallen back 
again. 

The president of Dalhousie main- 
tained that schools and universities 
are, in the nature of things, a con- 
serving force. For, if they are not 
excluiivcly technical and profes- 
sional, they are concerned chiefly 
with the nature and dignity of man. 
Such schools and , colleges , are the 
surest bulwark ot freedom! But if. 
through materialism, schools be- 
come largely technical and trade 
schools, and Universities chiefly 
professional schools, they will go 
down overnight before any popular 
slogan. 

The first thing HiUer did was to 
destroy liberal education in Ger- 
many. Dr. Stanley insisted that we 
should not fight Hitler's battle for 
him here in Canada.
